Kiukauna— The city tax rate was 


set at'$27 per $1.000 of assessed val- 
uation last night as councilmen de- 
creed a levy of $237.695.76. The rate. 
compares with a $25 levy last year, 
when a budget of $218.271.75 was 
set The intention of the councilmen 
to retire about 524,000 in short term 
loans boosted the budget from a 
minimum $213.000 figure, which 
would have enabled the old rate of 
$25 to remain in effect. 


All city departments are again 


on budgets which must be adhered 
to if the city is to live within the 
$27 rate. The most optimistic figure 
•would seem to be th* $20.000 for re- 
lief, inasmuch as relief will cost al- 
most $30.000 this year. 


If a relief load equal to this year's 


had been assumed a levy of $28 
would hive been demanded. Alder- 
man T. L. Seggelink. chairman of 
the finance committee, said he 
thought "better business conditions 
in 1939" would reduce the relief 
charges. 


SGO.OOO for Schools 


Segpelink read through the 1939 


budget, explaining instances of de- 
viation from the 1938 allotments. A 
budget of $60,000 was set up for the 
public schools. In 1938 such expens- 
es were about $74,000, but Segge- 
link explained that extraordinary 
expenditures, such as for repairing 
the boilers, buying bleachers and 
purchasing machines for the com- 
mercial department, were responsi- 
ble. With the state aid the schools 
should manage a $60,000 budget this 
year, Seggelink said. 


The vocational school allotment 


•was increased from $7.000 to $7.486. 
More teachers, more classes and an 
expanded curriculum made this ad- 
dition reasonable, Seggelink stated. 
The budget for the purchase of 
WPA material and supplies was up- 
ped $1,000 to $6,000. For every dol- 
lar spent here increased value is re- 
ceived in return, the council was 
told. 


Court fines, which in 1938 were

Rome —W— A new anti-French 


demonstration in Naples today con- 
tinued the noisy Italian agitation 
lor African and Mediterranean ter- 
ritories held by France. 


Classes were suspended at the 


University of Naples as several hun- 
dred students walked out to march 
on the French consulate. At the con 
sulate, 
however, 
strong 
police 


guards turned them back. 


The demonstrators then parad- 


ed through the main streets, wav- 
ing flags and shouting claims to 
Tunisia, Corsica and Djibouti and 
acclaiming Premier Mussolini. Tu- 
nsia, North African protectorate; 
Corsica. Mediterranean island, the 
Djibouti. Red sea terminus of the 
railway from Addis Ababa, capital 
of Italian Ethiopia, have been the 
chief French possessions claimed 
in the last week's Italian clamor. 


A similar students demonstra- 


tion occurred at Florence. 


These 
manifestations 
followed 


anti-French outbursts yesterday in 
Home, where the French embassy 
still was strongly guarded today, 
Genoa, Milan and Turin. 


New-papers Active 


Italian afternoon papers kept the 


agitation boiling. II Piccolo pub- 
lished an account of alleged anti- 
Italian measures in Tunisia under 
headlines such as: 


"New series of disgusting inci 


dents in Tunisia—fifty Italans mob- 
bed and beaten, physcian and hh 
wife and daughter injured—school 
teacher punched—police intervene 
to arrest victims—violent and pro- 
vocative language of the Franco- 
Jewish press." 


Other papers reported anti-Italian 


developments in Tunisia "with the 
evident connivance of the authori- 
ties." 


II Popolo di Roma predicted thai 


Premier Daladier of France on a 
visit to Corsica next month would 
learn the abandonment in which the 
paper said France had left that 
Mediterranean island, while at Tu- 
nisia he would be able to learn di- 
rectly of the "intolerable situation 
created for the Italian commun- 
ity" there. 


Unless he revised French policies 


in African Tunisia, the paper said 
his visit would do France more 
harm than good. 


DEMAND SUPPORT 


Paris—(J)—Premier Daladier, con- 


tinuing his strong action to halt 
strikes by manning the liner Paris 
with navy men, whipped together 
today demands for parliamentary 
approval of his administration. 


"You wanted A strong govern- 


ment—you've got it," will be the es- 
sence of his words to the opening 
session of parliament tomorrowj 


Political observers said the pre- 


mier stood a good chance of smash- 
ing through the chamber of depu- 
ties with a margin of 100 votes in 
favor of his regime, which he has 
pledged to the rehabilitation of a 
weakened French economy and the 
strengthening of armaments.

Madison—CD—Circuit Judge Al- 


vin C. Rcis issued additional writs 
today for the payment of the state's 
civil war debt and the tax balance 
owed to the teachers' retirement 
fund. 


His action completes the contro- 


versy in circuit court over the $6,- 
635,582 of allotments from the gen- 
eral fund, made by Governor La- 
Follette's emergency board Nov. 
16, and assures payments of the to- 
tal amount unless the supreme 
court intervenes on appeal. 


Judge Reis yesterday upheld the 


constitutionality of the law which 
permits the emergency board to 
control appropriations on author- 
ity of the legislature. The allot 
ments made by Governor LaFol- 
lette's board were authorized by 
the 1937 legislature. 


Judge Reis also issued peremp- 


tory writs yesterday for payment 
of about $400,000 in emergency ap- 
propriations and for the release oi 
$2,200,000 in additional allotments

Wisconsin authorities carried on a 
hunt for 15-year-old Mary Cun- 
ningham of Milton Junction, Dis- 
trict Attorney John Matteson said 
today he was preparing a warrant 
against Curtis Hansen, 35, under the 
state kidnaping law. 


Mary disappeared Monday after- 


noon, a short time after she and 
her brother, Billy 12, left their 
home with Hansen in an automo- 
bile. The children had planned a 
Christmas shopping trip to Janes- 
ville. 


Billy said the car stalled several 


miles from town and that he was 
taken to a shack occupied by Han- 
sen's father. Hansen, he said, ap- 
parently returned to the automo- 
bile, in which Mary had remained. 


The district attorney said the 


warrant would be issued under that 
section of the law making it an of- 
fense to forcibly remove a minor 
from his home or forcibly detain a 
minor who is absent from home. 
Conviction on such a charge carries 
a penalty of imprisonment from 
three years to life. 


Rock county authorities appealed 


for help from the Milwaukee of- 
fice of the federal bureau of inves- 
tigation.

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Committee Probing Use of 


Patents to Control Trade 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER , 
, 


Washington—There was carefully planned stage management behind 


the soft and friendly purring over Edsel Ford, the first business witness 
before the O'Mahoney investigating committee. Through Ford and other 
witnesses the automobile industry was pictured as pursuing a generally 
beneficial policy in the use of patents. 


Inventions patented by one automobile company 


are licensed without charge to competitors who recip- 
rocate, so that throughout the industry inventions of 
one manufacturer are shared by all. That policy has 
had much to do with the mechanical progress of the 
automobile, and that is one reason why the purchaser 
of American automobiles obtains exceptional value 
for his money. In this way progress through invention 
becomes available to the user of automobiles to a de- 
gree obtained in few industries and exceeded in none. 


What the O'Maboney committee intends to do is to 


follow up this automobile testimony with that of glass 
container manufacturers who have followed a con- 
trary policy in the use of patents. In the glass indus- 
try as in others, the tendency has been to restrict use 
of patents and to hold them within a small group of 


Raymond Clapper manufacturers. It is impossible to manufacture glass 
bottles without obtaining certain machinery from one company which 
controls the basic patents. 


The O'Mahoney committee investigators have been through the files 


of these companies. They photostated 67M letters in the files of one con- 
cern. Through these, the committee will attempt to show that competition 
has been stifled by restricting the 
use of patented machinery, in con- 
trast to the policy followed by au- 
tomobile manufacturers. 


Some members on the O'Mahoney 


committee definitely feel that patent 
control has been used in a number 
of industries to circumvent the anti- 
trust laws and to restrain competi- 
tion, and proposals to prevent such 
use of patent privileges are likely. 
All Can't Work Like 
Automobile Industry 


However, the example of the au- 


tomobile industry might be difficult 
for some other industries to follow. 
Automobile manufacturers find it 
expedient to exchange patents- 
cheaper than the constant litigation 
that would follow from trying to 
maintain patents exclusively. The 
bulk of the patents are minor in 
character and for the most part are 
only incidental in the total busi- 
ness of making and selling automo- 
biles. For one thing competition in 
automobile manufacture is by. cir- 
cumstances limited to a few enor- 
mous concerns. Tremendous invest- 
ment in machinery, 
engineering 


force and advertising and selling 
organization is necessary and auto- 
mobile manufacture has to be a 
big business. 


Many a smaller business 
has 


nothing except its patent. Throw 
that open to all competition and 
there is no protection. In a business 
as big as automobiles, an individual 
patent seldom has decisive possi- 
bilities but the country is full of 
small 
manufacturing 
businesses 


from which consumers are able to 
buy countless articles of conveni- 
ence solely because there was ths 
incentive to profit offered through 
patent protection. 
Not Worried About 
The Protection Factor 


It is not such use of patents that 


the committee is concerned about, 
but the use of them by deeply en- 
trenched businesses as weapons for 
controlling competition. 
Indepen- 


dents in flie oil industry had 
a 


heavy disadvantage because licen- 
sing of the cracking process was 
limited to the major companies, 


leaving the independents handicap- 
ped in refining operations. 


The original idea of granting pat- 


ents was that the 
government 


would grant a 17-year monopoly to 
the inventor thpt he might reap the 
reward of his work. That is quite 
different from the practice of 
company establishing a corner on 
a basic patent and, by juggling of 
license privileges, determining the 
growth of a whole industry 
and 


determining who the competitors 
should be and how many. That use 
of the patent privilege to 
affect 


competition is what the O'Mahoney 
committee is driving at

Lubin, of the Department of Labor, 
for example, seemed to be looking 
for ways of raising production to 
the 1929 level without ending in a 
1929 crash. The President's message 
of last April, which is the starting 
point of the inquiry, is concerned 
with a number of things, such as 
the depression, the low standard of 
life of one-third of the population, 
and also with the political and so- 
cial dangers of concentrated eco- 
nomic power. 


What we have to ask ourselves is 


whether these many questions can 
be reduced to some central ques- 
tion that the inquiry can study. 
Dr. Lubin's Statement 
Should Be Amplified 


It seems to me that it might be 


done. But if it is to be done, it wi)l 
be necessary, I think, to restate and 
reformulate the problem that the 
first witness. Dr. Lubin, posed at 
the end of his testimony. 


In substance, Dr. Lubin said that 


if the income of about sixteen out 
of twenty-nine million American 
families could be increased about 
$2.25 a day, the goods they would 
buy would make American agricul- 


that you must put $2.25 more cash 
in the pockets of sixteen million 
families you may quickly conclude 
that you can solve the economic 
problem by giving them printed 
money as subsidies or by raising 
money wages by law. Only when 
you insist that to have half again 
as much income you must produce 
that much more income does the 
real problem emerge. 


For then you must ask yourself 


what it is that prevents these six- 
teen million families from produc- 
ing half again as much income. Put 
this way, the .problem of this in- 
quiry becomes, I think, pertinent 
and coherent. 


What is it that prevents men 


from producing more income for 
themselves? 
The 
things 
which 


prevent them are the very things 
that this committee is, so it seems 
to me, commissioned to look for. 
And it is reasonably clear where to 
look. A man who is not earning as 
much as he needs, or would like to 
have, may be 
prevented (a) be- 


cause he does not wish to work 
any harder; (b) because he does 
not know how to work more pro- 
ductively; (c) because he has to | 
work with bad tools; (d) .because j 
he has to pay too much for the! 
privilege of working; (e) because 
he has to exchange what he pro- 
duces at a low price against a high 
price for the things he must buy. 


In so far as the obstacles are in 


his own character and tempera- 
ment, the committee can hope to do 
little about it. As regards efficiency 
and skill, the problem is one oi ed- 
ucation and also of artificial limi- 
tations, monopolies if you like, on 
the training of apprentices. As re- 
gards poverty which results from 
bad tools, from depleted land, and 
the like, the problem is to see what 
can be done by conservation, re- 
settlement, and public investment 
designed to make backward areas 
yield more wealth. When we come 
to (d) and (e), we come to the 
problems of "monopoly," for there 
the question is whether concen- 
trated control in certain industries 
results in price fixing at a level 
which, though profitable to the 
owners, excludes a mass of poten- 
tial customers who would furnish 
work to a mass of potential work- 
ers. 


The question then is whether the 


laws of property, of patents, of con- 
tracts, and of corporations, 
and 


whether the banking system, favor 
industrial organizations that fix 
prices at a .level which excludes 
the customers who would at lower 
prices furnish 
employment 
for 


more willing workers. In so far as 
prices are fixed at such a level they 
may properly be called monopolis- 
tic prices, and the legal conditions 
which foster monopolistic prices 
may properly be described as spe- 
cial privileges.

Twenty-two years ago Marvin B. Ros- 


enberry came as a justice to the supreme 
bench of Wisconsin. Three times since, 
the people have approved his record by 
large majorities. For the past nine years 
he has rendered a distinguished service 
as Chief Justice. Now that his present 
term of office expires in another year, it 
seems only fitting that the people should 
call upon him to continue. He has been 
outstanding as a citizen, faithful as a 
judge, wise in his position as Chief Jus- 
tice of a great court. 


Wisconsin has been most fortunate 


with the personnel of its highest court. 
To read the names of its Chief Justices 
alone is to summon in review the glowing 
pages of Wisconsin history. In every bat- 
tle for human progress this court has 
moved forward. What other court can list 
greater names than Ryan, Cassoday, Wins- 
low, Siebecker, Vinje and Rosenberry? 
There is not a judge among them that 
could not have served with credit on the 
nation's highest tribunal. 


When Justice Rosenberry came to the 


court in 1916 the big industrial and labor 
problems were to the fore. In these fields 
he made a great record as a judge. Years 
have given him a varied service and have 
added luster to the title which Chief Jus- 
tice Winslow

Court" 


There should be a universal call for 


Chief Justice Rosenberry to continue. His 
service as a just judge should be approved.

•whose flaming ambitions bestir them so 
tonstantly to run for office should recog- 
nize this occasion as the clear exception 
and join in tendering the Chief Justice 
the well merited recognition of unanimous 
approval 


PRINCE OF ASSASSINS 


Robert Irwin stole up to a New York 


apartment, choked two women to death, 
ran an ice pick into a sleeping man's ear, 
and then disappeared. 


For about nine months he was free. 


He had gone to a large Ohio city, secured 
a job in a hotel kitchen, rubbed elbows 
daily with innumerable people, associated 
closely with a number of fellow workers, 
and failed to impress upon any of them 
the thought that his mind had been shat- 
tered or that they were working with a 
lunatic. 


He admitted his crime when finally 


apprehended. His idea wa? as twisted as 
the most efficient corkscrew. Hatred, re- 
venge, wounded pride, this devil's mixture 
had enraged him into the necessary frenzy 
to choke off windpipes until forms be- 
came limp and to kill an innocent man 
lest he give evidence. 


Irwin's lawyer said he was "as crazy 


as a bedbug." The stale's specialists said 
he was perfectly sane, just another of 
those with a persecution complex, gn&w- 
jng his fingernails and his heart out at 
real or fancied grievances, building moun- 
tains cut of golf tees and trying to make 
a Napoleon out cf a dud. 


But the prosecutor consented to such, a 


plea at New York as meant life imprison- 
ment instead of the chair, feanng that the 
very atrocity of the crime might convince 
some maudlin-inclined juror to hold-out, 
and v/o:k a mistrial.

suggest any compromise by the law. not 
ever, the retreat cf a single inch 


businesses. But it is too smart to e*ll 
them taxes.

MARTIN BEFORE THE DIES 


COMMITTEE 


The testimony of Homer Martin, Presi- 


dent of the United Automobile .Workers, 
before the Dies Committee, given at a time 
when all Reds and Fellow Travelers are 
screaming their loudest against the com- 
mittee and employing Hollywood wind in- 
struments ordinarily used to create desert 
storms to distract attention, should not be 
missed. 


For Mr. Martin was a reluctant witness. 


He was satisfied that he was overcoming 
Red influences in the UAWA and did not 
care for more publicity. 
Critical observ- 


ers know it is the reluctant witness whose 
testimony is most valuable. 


Mr. Martin unlimbered effective bat- 


teries against the tactics of Fascism in this 
country. He pointed at the Italian vice 
consul and the German consul general, 
both at Detroit, and each working openly 
and effectively for their respective nation- 
al governments and contrary to American 
interests. Mr. Martin had sent protests to 
the State Department which resulted in 
the recall of the Italian representative. 
Besides the witness poured his wrath upon 
"the screwballs," some of the witnesses 
whom he alleged had testified before the 
committee and complained that "ill 
pre- 


pared and loose presentations of reckless 
statements by 
irresponsible witnesses"

It would be illegal to 
sell the tubes to somebody who 
wanted to make a talking picture 
machine. 


Liable To Triple Damages 


General Talking Pictures Corpo- 


ration bought some of the tubes 
and in defiance of the license used 
them in talking picture machines. 
Now, under the decision, the com- 
pany is liable to triple damages 
Not only did the company protest 
at the decision 
but the Depart- 


ment of Justice argued that such a 
ruling would "put the administra 
tion of the anti-trust acts in seri- 
ous jeopardy." 


It was a 'split decision. Justices 


Black and Reed holding that when 
the company sold radio tubes, th< 
buyer could use them in any man 
ner he chose. To give the paten 
owner the right to restrict use o: 
his patents, the 
two justices ar 


gued, would be to broaden the 
patent privilege out of all reason. 


Patent monopolies have been a 


favorite subject 
for congressional 


inquiries or threats of inquiries for 
years and now comes along a case 
right down the alley of the anti- 
monopolists, with the Department 
of Justice backing up a demand for 
a restriction of patent monopoly 
rights. 


Anti-Monopoly "Big Show* 


All in all, this pillared city of 


public drama is simply outdoing 
itself with a three ring anti-mon- 
opoly circus. First and foremost is 
the monopoly investigation 
con- 


ducted jointly by congress and 
several departments, including the 
Department of Justice. 


After a few chosen economists, 


including Leon Henderson and Isa- 
dore Lubin from New Deal ranks, 
have outlined the theme song, the 
big inquiry expects to find out as a 
first effort what effect automobile 
patents have had in encouraging 
or discouraging monopoly in that 
industry. Committee advisors ex- 
pect the industry to come through 
the examination with something 
near an "A" grade.. 


But there are two other investi- 


gations in operation. One is the 
dull and dragging inquiry by the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion to determine whether the big 
radio chains have a monopoly on 
broadcasting. 


Get A Chance To Reform 


Another is the anti-trust shake- 


down drive conducted by the De- 
partment of Justice under Thur- 
man Arnold, 
asssitant 
attorney 


general. Already he has turned the 
lights on automobile financing and 
on an alleged milk monopoly in 
the Chicago district. 


His is a special type of investi- 


gation under the 40-year-old anti- 
trust laws brightened by a new 
wrinkle. Investigators work secret- 
ly on a suspected company until 
suddenly indictments are brought 
out alleging violation of the anti« 
trust laws. The accused company 
then can face joint criminal and 
civil prosecution or come forward 
with written promises not only to 
stop the suspected bad practices 
but promise even further reforms 
in the interest of the public good, 


i When such promises are satisfac- 


j tory to the department and 
the 


| Federal courts, the indictments are 
washed out. 


All in all it promises to be a 


very exciting winter for big busi- 
ness.

Editor Post-Crescent — In a sec- 


ond article on the subject of con- 
sumers' cooperatives 
which ap- 


peared in this paper last Friday 
evening, Mr. Kaufman

tempts to classify cooperatives as 
socialistic and communistic. 
This 


time he resorts to Webster's New 
Popular Dictionary for evidence to 
back up his contentions. 


In answer I would say one must 


be particularly careful about using 
dictionary definitions to prove any- 


i thing because these 
short 
state- 


ments are often misleadinc. While 


i the short definitions that Mr. Kauf- 
man quotes seem to.support his 
contention definitions in other more 
comprehensive dictionaries do not 
in the least. As an example my 
Funk and Wagnalls Dictionary says 
this of socialism: "A theory of civil 
policy that aims at public collective 
ownership of land and capital, and 
the public collective management 
of all industries." 
Of communism 


tlu's dictionary also says: "Common 
ownership of property; the abob'tion 
of private property, and state con- 
trol of labor, religion, social rela- 
tions, etc." 
\ 


If one may label cooperative en- 


terprises sociailistic and communis- 
tic on the basis, of broad interpreta- 
tion of such dictionary definitions 


as Mr. Kaufman quotes, then we 
could easily say a monastery is 
communistic because the monks 
own property in common or that 
this is a socialist nation because we 
have a publicly owned school sys- 
tem. 
To these latter interpretations 


I am sure Mr. Kaufman would not 
agree. Such methods of analyzing 
institutions gets one nowhere and 
leads to no better understanding of 
the entire truth of the matter. 


While it is true in some phases 


cooperation has qualities that re- 
semble socialism and communism, 
so have monasteries and public 
schools. The essence and major 
ideals of cooperative enterprise 
however, differ as~ much from so- 
cialism and communism taken as a 
whole as do monasteries and public 
schools. Jince I would not deem it 
sensible to call these latter enter- 
prises socialistic neither would I 
apply the same appellation to co- 
operative enterprises. By the use 
of such analogies as Mr. Kaufman 
suggests we could easily prove 
everybody to be a gangster. 


Further on in his article Mr. 


Kaufman says that cooperatives de- 
stroy private business. He backs 
this statement with no evidence 
(however. Obviously the movement 
is so young in this country that it 
has had little or no effect on busi- 
ness to date on which we might 
base what it attempts to do by what 
it has done. In the "Report of the 
Inquiry on Cooperative Enterprise 
in Europe" 1933 made by the com- 
mittee to study the 
cooperative 


movement in Europe I find several 
statements which bear directly on 
Mr. Kaufman's contention. On page 
33 of this report. I quote. "In Den- 
mark, in the view of a director of 
the country's largest bank, 'It is 
not true to say that the coopera- 
tives destroy business.' Their total 
effect is so much to improve the 
situation of a community that it 
could reasonably be said that there 
is more business and more work to 
be done as a result of cooperative 
enterprise than there would have 
been without it in the opinion of 
this observer." 


Again, "In Sweden, according to 


the director of a private bank, co- 
operatives have improved the level 
of retail 
business efficiency and 


have served to make their competi- 
tors more efficient." 


Mr. Kaufman says the coopera- 


tives are monopolistic and again 
quotes the dictionary. In one sense 
cooperatives are monopolistic but I 
think he misse? the essential point 
here too. For that matter our pos- 
tal system is a complete monopoly 
but who is there that says it docs 
not work to the best interests of all 
the people 
concerned. In other 


words a monopoly of itself is not a 
bad thing the important matter is 
who controls and benefits by the 
monopoly. 
Cooperatives employ 


the efficiency of our present monop- 
olies with the maximum of indi- 
vidual freedom, initiative, and con- 
trol. 


Further on Mr.-Kaufman makes 


a more serious charge when he says 
that people of countries that are 
co-operative enjoy only a low 
standard of living. He compares 
the standard of living with that 
supposed to be enjoyed in this 
country and quotes about the num- 
ber of radios and other modern in- 


some sort of minimum require- 
ments for physicians who seek rec- 
ognition as specailists, but since 
there is no force of law behind 
such arbitrary standards they fail 
to bring about any appreciable im- 
provement in the situation. 


Whatever I say about the prac- 


tice of medicine, doctors, physi- 
cians, healers, applies, I wish to 
emphasize, not to any particular 
"school" system or pathy but to all 
who hold themselves out as being 
able to diagnose, treat, operate or 
prescribe- for any human ailment, 
injury, deformity or physical con- 
dition. After all any one who is not 
an utter idiot knows that a healer 
(of unidentified affiliation if any) 
requires a great knowledge and 
skill to prescribe a change of diet 


ventions we 
have as compared 


with other nations. The standard 
of living of any nation, particularly 
the material standard, it seems to 
me rests first on the natural re- 
sources of that country. To com- 
pare any European country's re- 
sources with ours of course is lu- 
dicrous because nature has endow- 
ed this country with more natural 
resources than all of Europe to- 
gether. Is Mr. Kaufman willing to 
say that the Swedes enjoy a poor- 
er standard of living than they 
would if it were not for coopera- 
tion? The Swedes say they do en- 
joy a better standard and it would 
take more than mere contention to 
prove to them otherwise. 


It is true there are no million- 


aires in Sweden but there are also 
practically no people on relief. 
What Mr. Kaufman should have 
said is that we have an abundance 
of everything in this country to 
make a decent minimum standard 
of living for everybody but our sel- 
fish economic practices refuse to 
make such a thing possible. 


Again may I point out what I at- 


tempted to do in my first article 
that the cooperative movement has 
as its goal the betterment of man's 
economics, and social status by a 
time tried method based on volun- 
tary participation. It is a self-help 
movement of the people long tired 
of abortive governmental attempts 
and wild idealists to patch up our 
present economic methods.

If 
such a test is satisfactory for the 
fitness of healers to serve 95% of 
the population of the country, the 
army, the public health service 
and numerous others, why can't this 
or any equally thoro test be set up 
for any and all healers to practice 
anywhere in America?

Methods to 


Prevent Damage to 


Beans by Weevils 


Weevils may get beans if they 


are stored in warm places, E. I.. 
Chambers, state entomologist, 
warns in a bulletin received by R. 
C. Swanson, county agent. 


Chambers suggests several meth- 


ods of preventing grain 
damage: Store the beans in a cool 
place at a temperature not over 50 
degrees, or the seed can be treated 
in air-slacked lime. Mix one pound 
of lime to four pounds of seed. 


In storing beans for food con- 


sumption it is recommended that 
the beans first be placed in cold 
water, then brought to a tempera- 
ture of 140 degrees F., and dried. 
This kills the weevils but does not 
interfere'with either the food or 
germination value of the beans. 


A third method is to apply car- 


bon bisulphide to the dried beans 
at the rate of one pound each 100 
cubic feet of space in a tight bin or 
box. 


"The grain weevil is a tiny in- 


sect that lays its eggs on the green 
pods in the field during the fall 
months," says Mr. Chambers.

HARPING OX HAWKS 


By Cal Johnson 


H 


AWK haters get out and blaze 
away at every species of these 
birds of prey without realiz- 


ing that most hawks are decidedly 
beneficial to mankind. Despite the 
fact that there is no truth in the 
belief that the only good hawk is a 
dead one, it is still necessary to 
give proof of the economic value 
of most hawks. There are outlaw 
hawks just as there are outlaw 
people, but all hawks should not be 
condemned because of a few. 


Some 
enlightening work 
has 


been done 
by Pennsylvania 
in 


studying just what different hawks 
eat. The investigation began in the 
fall of 1924 and up to last year 2,817 
were received of which 1,544 held 
food. An analysis of the food con- 
tent of the stomachs of these hawks 
indicates their value as contrasted 
with any destruction of game for 
which they are responsible. 


It was found that the red-tailed, 


red-shouldered 
and broad-winged 


hawks contained practically noth- 
ing except mice, shrews, caterpil- 
lars, 
grasshoppers, 
beetles 
and 


snakes. In a few instances the'red- 
tails had eaten rabbits but care- 
ful examination showed that these 
rabbits had been wounded by gun- 
shot in most cases. Very few signs 
of poultry victims were found. The 
marsh hawks were found to be 
more beneficial than harmful. 


Three Major Destroyers of Game 
As had been expected, the gos- 


hawk, Cooper's, and sharp-shinned 
hawks were the chief game, poul- 
try and song bird destroyers. Even 
so the results were not as damning 
as might be anticipated. 1,269 gos- 
hawks were examined and in the 
stomachs of 70 ruffed grouse were 
found. Sometimes one of these 
hawks contained parts of two or 
even three grouse. Cottontail rab- 
bits were found in 58 stomachs, 19 
held ringneck pheasants, and 15 
held gray 
squirrels. 
Practically 


none of the goshawks contained 
mice or shrews, but a large propor- 
tion held small passerine birds. 


After careful study of the find- 


ings in the hawk investigation the 
Pennsylvania legislature gave pro- 
tection from gunners to all hawks 
except the goshawk, Cooper's and 
sharp-shinned hawk, and all owls 
except the great horned owl and 
snowy owl. This is conclusive proof 
of the value of most of the so-call- 
ed birds of prey. 


An interesting point brought out 


by the investigation • was that a 
considerable number of the ani- 
mals and birds which had been 
eaten showed conclusive evidence 
that they had been wounded or 
crippled before being taken by the 
hawks. This was partially due to 
the fact that the specimens were 
taken during the fall hunting sea- 
son, and indicated that the hawks 
were getting away with a lot of 
crippled game which hunters had 
failed to find. Certainly, it is easier 
for hawks to catch the runts and 
cripples than to get the healthy 
birds which are more active. 


Pennsylvania Work Valuable 
While it would be unfair to con- 


demn those who have shot hawks 
for sport in the states where there 
has been no restriction 
on such 


hunting, the Pennsylvania findings 
indicate that in the future good 
sportsmen will confine their de- 
struction to the harmful birds and 
spare the 
other species. What 


is true in Pennsylvania is true in 
other states. With the exception of 
the goshawks, Cooper's and sharp- 
shin hawks are beneficial and do 
great good by destroying many 
enemies of the farmer. 


The National Association of Au- 


dubon Societies, 
which is estab- 


lished for the protection of wild 
birds and animals, has prepared 
some helpful 
illustrations which 


will enable hunters to distinguish 
the different types of hawks. Also 
any good bird book will give the 
distinctive features of each species 
so that the friends can be separated 
from the enemies.

In an explosion shot it is essen- 


tial that the feet be securely era- 
bedded in the sand, the heels par- 
ticularly, so that the stroke will not 
be interferred with by the shifting 
grains as the swing, with its attend- 
ant weight transference, is made. 
To the uninitiated this may nol 
seem important but all experienced 
golfers know that the explosion 
shot calls for a forceful swing and 
if the feet are squirming for a hold 
in loose sand, while the stroke is 
underway, the shot will fail of its 
purpose. Like other shots it is de- 
sirable to use a comfortable stance 
with the ball teed off the left toe 
so that the clubhead can contact 
the sand in back of it and dig in to 
explode the ball out If the ball is 
too far back near the right foot 
there is likelihood of taking too lit- 
tle sand and spoiling the shot. 


Keep the body steady during the 


stroke and the face of the club open 
to enhance the chances of lifting 
the ball out as it explodes the sand 
particles up beneath it. The head 
should be kept down throughout 


I and the follow through made deci- 


j sivcly. If the arms are allowed to 
collapse at impact the clubhead's 
velocity will be stopped in its prog- 
ress by the friction of the sand. 
This shot calls for confident per- 
formance and the golfer who has 
made up his mind that he is going 
to get the ball out approaches the 
situation in the right attitude.

Mark Antony 


m-AN IMrOETANT MEETING 


At the time Cleopatra visited 


him in Asia Minor, Mark Antony 
was 42 years of age, and Cleopatra 
was 28. 


Antony was a tall, broad-shoul- 


dered man, handsome and rather 
light-hearted. He was on 
his 


way, as he believed, to becoming 
master of every part of the Ro- 
man world. 


Cleopatra was 
perhaps more 


charming than she ever had been 
before. 
After her fleet came to 


anchor in the harbor of the city 
of Tarsus, she received word that 
Antony was waiting for her in the 
public forum, or market-place. She 
sent back word that Antony should 
come and dine with her aboard the 
royal galley. Here is a descrip- 
tion of the meeting; 


"The last rays of the setting 


sun danced on tha waters. The 
royal galley, fitted 
with purple 


sails, was rowed to the pier by 
men who worked 
silver-mounted 


oars. 


"Around the helmsmen were 


beautiful slave-women dressed as 
sea nymphs. Near them were musi- 
cians who played on flutes, pipes 
and harps, while the slow-moving 
oar-? seemed to beat time. 


"Cleopatra, herself, was decked 


in the loose robes of the goddess 
Venus, and lay under an awning 
spangled with gold, while she was 
fanned 
w i t h 
colored 
ostrich 


plumes " 


Antony and his chief 
officers 


were served with a banquet in a 
dining saloon aboard the vessel. 
The floor was strewn with flowers, 
and the walls were hung with em- 
broidered work in purple and gold. 
The guests rested on 12 couches 
while they were served with food 
in golden dishes. 


When 
Antony spoke of 
the 


beauty of the dishes, she said he 
must have them as gifts. 
She 


also presented him with all the 
couches used by the guests during 
the banquet. 


The next evening the Romans 


came again, and the second feast 
was even better than the first. To 
repay his hostess. Antony had a 
feast prepared in Tarsus, and the 
queen attended. 


The real purpose of the meet- 


ings was to see whether the two 
rulers could form a union or al- 
liance. Both feared the power of 
Octavian, one of Antony's part- 
ners when "the world" was divid- 
ed. 


A tale has come down to us 


about still another banquet. 
It 


may not be true, but at least it is 
interesting. 


Cleopatra, we are told, laid a 


wager that she would spend a sum 
equal to about $750000 
in 
our 


money. 
Antony said it was im- 


possible, and waited to see how 
such a costly banquet could be 
served. 
When the 
time 
came, 


Cleopatra not only provided rich 
food, but also placed a pearl of 
huge size m a goblet, then dis- 
solved it with vinegar and drank 
the mixture!

Farm Bureau Is 
Ready to Approve 
AAA Legislation 


State Federations on Rec- 


ord as Favoring Pres- 


ent Program

Chicago — CO — The American 


Farm Bureau Federation appeared 
ready today to stand pat on its 
sponsorship of AAA farm legisla- 
tion at its annual convention in 
New Orleans next week. 


At the organization's headquar- 


ters here, officials said virtually all 
of the state federations, in their 
annual meetings, have gone on re- 
cord as favoring continuation of 
the present program. Minor chang- 
es were suggested, particularly in 
administrative details, but produc- 
tion 
control, 
commodity 
loans, 


parity payments and soil conserva- 
tion were generally endorsed, of- 
ficials said. 


Hone was expressed that action j 


by the convention, which starts 
Monday, would tend to modify the 
trend toward two-price sentiment 
among farmers in some areas, par- 
ticularly in the deep south. 


domestic-allotment plan have con- j 
tended that production control can 
be scrapped 
if the government 


would guarantee a fair price for 
that portion of the crop which is 
consumed domestically, and would 
undertake to export the surolus 
or whatever it would bring in for- 
ign markets. 
Farm bureau officials asserted 


hat under the present plan farm- 
rs were receiving the equivalent 
)f parity prices on domestic con- 
umption. that there was no as- 
urance that foreign nations, with 
heir nationalistic policies, would 
permit dumping of surpluses, that 
he reciprocal trade program would 
jo disrupted, and that even if all 
surpluses could be ?old in export 
it distress prices, the net result 
vould be the giving away of the 
nation's soil wealth.

subsidy was illustrative of the in- 
icrent weakness of the proposal. 


Another question likely to come 


aefore the convention is the so- 
called domestic two-price system, 
under which low-income families 
would be permitted to buy food 
and possibly textiles below market 
prices. The attitude of federation 
officials toward this plan has not 
been regarded more than luke- 
warm.

Supply of Animals Hasn't 


Returned to Normal 


After Slim Years 


Chicago—(W—The nation's live- 


stock producers and feeders are 
capitalizing, market statistics Indi- 
cated today, on a normal lag in 
the revival of meat animal produc- 
tion. 


Livestock marketing has not yet 


caught up with the growing of 
feed grams, stock yard experts 
said. The result is that market 
supplies of meat animals havt not 
returned to normal after the slim 
years of 1935-36 while there is a 
substantial surplus of most of the 
grains, making for a disparity be- 
tween feed and livestock prices 
that it is very favorable to pro- 
ducers of the latter. Cheap corn, 
for example, can be converted in- 
to meat at a substantial profit 
margin. 


The recovery of livestock pro- 


duction from the drought period 
has lagged behind grain growing 
because the former is a slower pro- 
cess. Grain must be available be- 
fore livestock raising is encour- 
aged and the process of building 
of herds, particularly cattle, re- 
quires several 
seasons 
while a 


lumper grain crop can be grown in 
a year. 


Will Fatten Animals 


Favorable circumstances encour- 


aging livestock production are il- 
ustrated by the good demand at 
eading markets for animals which 
can be taken to feed lots for fat- 
tening. Fairly liberal receipts of 
grass and short fed steers attract- 
ed many buyers this fall who paid 
an average as high as $3 per hun- 
dredweight at times here for ani- 
mals which would consume sur- 
plus feed supplies. These prices 
were higher than a year ago de- 
spite the fact that the average price 
of finished steers was only about 


0, or lower than a year ago.
